Due to late maturing cotton, it 
may be wise this year to use a 
chemical defoliant to hasten op- 
ening of the cotton boles. 
Defoliation helps prevent los- 
ses from boll rot, provides long- 
er picking days due to more dew- 
free hours, increases machine pick- 
ing efficiency, and hand pickers 
are more attracted to fields that 
are free from leaves. 
Dust defoliants appear to be

Calcium cyanamide, applied at 25 
to 35 pounds per acre, should 
Eive satisfactory results. 

Remember, bolls should be suf- 
ficiently mature so that yields 
will not be cut from defoliation. 
Generally 50 per cent of the bolls 
should be open before defoliating.
